Many high compliments and many 
expressions of prai.se have been uttered 
by the press, and by individuals, for 
the Commissioner on account of these 
rulings, and we join the good people 
in saying that it will aid materially in 
crusbingtbe liquor traffic, whieb we 
oppose as beartily as any one. 

It will certainly do mudi good, in 
prerenting sales, to require each ex 
pres otnce delivering liquor 0. O. D,; 
to take a license but it seems like a 
hardship to require a physician to 
have a licen.se to prescribe whiskey 
as a medicine. It is true that some 
physicians have abused this privilege 
but taking it away would work a har- 
dship 00 the innocent sicic, wlio really 
need liquor as a medicine, and who 
are asmndi ojy p oaed to ita use, aa an in 
unieaat, as any one is. It appears that 
a physician had as well be licensed 
to prescribe morphine, strychnia 
or any other poisonous drug which he 
use in his practice.
